have paid th eir ta x e s durin g the 
p a st tw o w eeks, too la te to h ave 
th eir n ^ e s rem oved fro m the pub- 
* ' lished list. O thers have paid under 
protest, in which case a s ta r a p ­ 
p ea rs before the am ount. 
T ax collections are im provin g in 
m any counties o f 
the state, but 
Cco'k county stan d s 98th in the list 
o f 102 counties. 
Co'D'k county fo r 
the p a st five 
y e ars h as av erag ed 79.7 per cent 
tax collections each y ear from the 
current levy and 8(>.8 per cent t o t a l. 
collections fro m all levies, accord­ 
ing to a su rvey m ade public h e re ; 
by B arcu s, K indred & Com pany, 
.specialists 
in 
Illinois 
m unicipal 
bonds. 
The su rvey , based on d a ta 
obtained from county officials in­ 
cluded the y e ars 1935 through 1939. 
is 98th in the state. 
Statew ide tax collections fo r the 
five \*ears, with Cook county e x ­ 
cepted, av eraged 91,6 pqr cent fro m 
the curren t levy and 9^.8 p er cent 
from all levies. 
T h at ta x collections throughout 
Illinois are gofod is indicated by 
the fa ct th at 47 o f the sta te ’s 102 
counties had collections av e rag in g 
98 per cent or m ore d u rin g the 
period studied. 
Only five counties 
had total collections av e rag in g le.ss 
than 90 per cent; and onlv 15 a v ­ 
eraged less than 95 p er cent.

On Oct. IO, 1850 a charter was 
granted by the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois to Vitruvious Lodge No. 81

Vitruvious 
Lodge 
during

greater part of its history was a 
“Moon Lodge” meeting the S at­ 
urday of each month on or before 
full moon. This arrangem ent served 
the very practical purpose of pro­ 
viding light for the brother masons 
who traveled many miles over dirt 
roads and trails during early days 
of the lodge.

Illegal in Kansas 
It is legal to banquet on snakes, 
lizards, centipedes, scorpions, and 
other reptiles at home, but it’s 
against the law to eat ’em in public 
in Kansas. The oddity was discov­ 
ered by Franklin Corrick while re­ 
vising state statutes. The law pro­ 
vides a penalty of from 30 days to 
nine months in jail or a $25 fine. 
Until 1925 a law authorized mayors 
•od township trustees to conscript 
“all able-bodied male persons be­ 
tween the ages of 12 and 65 for the 
purpose of destroying locusts or mi­ 
gratory grasshoppers.” 
The law 
was enacted in 1877.
